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Applicant proposes to amend Claim 1 to reqflffe the absence of sample; however, Applicant ha^iot established that Toshihoko's glucose 
sensor must always have sample (glucose) present when gluconic acid or a salt thereof is present. It is conceivable, for example, that all 
of the glucose in a sample has been converted into gluconic acid, that is, there is a stoichiometric excess of reagent relative to the 
analyte glucose.
